A household economy well worth 
while may be prateciced by all house- 
wives during the period when eggs 
are most abundant and cheap. The 
high prices generally ruling during 
the period October to March puts the 
extensive use of new laid eggs be- 
yond the reach of people with limited 
incomes However, all may have 
eges for winte, use, by putting down 
a few dozen in a suitable preserva- 
tive medium, and thereby supplying 
the need during the perlod of scarc- 
ity. It does not pay to put down 
more than enough to tide over the 
period of high prices. 

Water Glass or Sodium Silicate. 
Water Glass or Sodium Silicate is 
one of the most useful substances that 
can be used in preparing a suitable 
medium for preserving eggs,in good 
condition for all household purposes. 
It is a pale yellow, odorless syrupy 
liquid that may be purchased at drug 
or grocery stores. The proper pro- 
portion Is one part of water glass to 
ten parts of water. (Use water that 
has been boiled and cooled). Should 
the eggs float, and they are known 
to ‘be absolutely fresh, add a Httle 
more water, 

Lime Water. 

‘This is a very successful preserv- 
a 
slaking three pounds of good lump 
Mme in a small amount of water, then 
add the milk of Hime thus formed to 
three gallons of water. One-quarter 
pound of salt may be added. Keep 
the mixture well stirred for the day 
and then allow to settle. Pour off 
and use the clear Vauid only, Put 
the eggs into the clear liquid and 
store in & cool place, using ae needed. 
Time to Preserve Ege.

If you 
are putting in a few each day then 
fill the crock half full of liquid and 
place the eggs when gathered, having 
at least two inches of liquid above 
the eggs at all times’ Store in a 
cool well-ventilated basement, 
Three gallons of either the lime or 
water glass solutions will preserve 20 
dozen eggs. The water glass cost will 
be about two cents per dozen eggs; 
lime is a little cheaper.

The boxes should be sta- 
tioned in a spot where they will re- 
‘ceive full sun for at least a portion 
of every day, and they should be 
surrounded on the three other sides 
and the top by heavy builders’ paper 
to. shut off drafts. They should be 
lightly watered about every three 
weeks. 
. This treatment will preserve them 
ina comparatively dormant condition 
and when at the end of the winter 
they are brought out into the light | 
they will be in excellent condition. 
Chrysanthemums should be given 
a rich and well-drained soil and set 
out a/ foot apart. When the plants 
attain a growth of four or five inches 
the middie stalk should be pinched 
back to three, and the resulting 
branches, which will spring from the 
centre stem, should, upon reaching 
four inches, be again pinched back. 
This will resut in compact plants. 
With both the dahlia and the chrys- 
nanthemum, the size of the flowers may 
be governed by the removal of the lat- 
eral buds, leaving the terminal buds 
on the various branches but pinching} 
off the others.

There ts little about the family name 


of Lansing in its modern form to indl- 


ate its orlgin or the language in which 
t was developed. ‘This {s because 
ince its adoption into the English 
anguage and its advent to this coun- 


try, the prefixes it formerly bore have 
been dropped. 


More anciently the name was Van 


;name directly to Holland, just as a 
“de” would indicate a French or Anglo- 
Norman origin and “von” a German or 
Austrian derivation. ’ 


That it was originally descriptive of 
the locality from which the bearer. 
came, and possibly, but not lkely, of 
a territory over which he ruled, is also 
made certain by the prefixes, which 
mean “of the.” z 

The name itself, however, is*gbneric 
rather than specific. It meang low or 
flat country. As low lands or flat 
meadows are by no means uncommon 
in Holland it is easy to see that such 
a name might have been locally and 
colloquially descriptive of a great 
many different places, or of a \great 
section generally; and no doubt the 
term was used in the middle ages in 
just this general sense. That is the 
reason the name should be regarded 
more likely of democratic than aristo- 
cratic origin.

At the present time there is a cer- 

tain amount of live interest being dis- 
played in the Province of Manitoba in 
the raising of milk goats. Several fine 
herds are already being built up in 
various parts ef the province from 
stock introduced from ‘the United 
“States and steps are under way to 
Organize, a provincial goat society. 
Numerous individuals are convinced 
that there is a prosperous future 
ahead of the goat industry in the 
Prairie Provinces and are making pro- 
yision accordingly. ~ . 


The success of the goat in Canada 
has already -been estabjistfedd in the 
Province of British Columbia, where, 
of recent years, there has been a re- 
markable growth in the number of 
milk goats, and, according to report, 
the demand for animals far exceeds 
the supply. The place of the milk 
goat is well established there, and 
what was considered to be a passing 
fad is now regarded as a profitable and 
useful branch of the provincial lve- 
stock industry. According to the last 
report there are over two hundred 
known herds, comprising 2,000 pure- 
bred animals in addition to grades. 

The Demand for Goat's Milk. 

It is hoped that something’ of the 
Same nature may be accomplished in 
the Prairie Provinces. It is pointed | 
out that the gradual diminution of 
cheap, abundant land and pasturage in 
certain areas and the consequent more 
intensive conditions of agriculture, in 
addition to the higher price for dairy 
products, have created a demand for 
an animal that produces milk more 
economically than a cow, and under 
conditions where a cow could not be 
kept. Hight goats, it is claimed, can 
be kept in ful! milk and in good bodily 
condition on the same amount of feed 
that it takes to keep one cow. The 
average gcod milk goat produces from 
two to three quarts a day. In addition 
the goat is non-tubercular, that

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~ BITTEN BY A WHALE

In the old days «@ whaling voyage ‘the middle 
used to last the best part of three 


years, Judging from where the Essox 


of New Bedford, was when a whalo 
sank her on Noy. 13, 1820, wo,are led 
to conclude that she had puf to Bea at 


least two years before. 


Following the usual track of New 
Bedford whalers, her skipper no doubt 


had first crosed the Atlantic toward 
the Azores, worked his way south and 
then headed east and up into the In- 
dian Ocean. Probably he had gone 
through the Strait of Halacca and, 
passing the Philippines, had kept east 
of Japan until he had reached the Sea 
of Okhotsk. After completing his 
catch there, he had probably worked 
down toward the Sandwich Islands and 


probably was on his way southwest to- 


ward New Zealand when, on that un- 
lucky 18th of November the lookout 
shouted, “There she blows!” and three 
boats with killing parties put off. 
The boat crews were at once lucky; 
each got {ts harpoon Into a whale. The 
first mate's prize proved to be especial- 
ly frisky once it felt the lance, Raising 
its gigantic tail, it rolled from side to, 
side until the surrounding sea was 
white with froth. Then down came a 
huge fluke on the gunwale of the boat, 
“Mid Fo severe Was the biow that thé 
first mate had to cut loose from his 


catch and give all his attent{on to get: | 


ting his damaged boat back to the Es- 
sex. 
Only his remarkable seamanship en- 
abled him to save himself and his crew 
for the whale, which was of the largest 
variety and which evidently was the 
“dam of a small whale that the men in 
the captain's boat were capturing, | 
made rushes at his boat and tried to} 
crunch it in her massive jaws. Some- 
how the boat reached the Essex, but 
the men had no sooner scrambled up 
the sides than the mother whale 
charged the ship. The blow was Stag- 
 géring. As the whale scraped under 
the bottom she knocked off part of the 
false keel just abreast of the main 
channels. All hands thought surely 
that the end had come, but the ship 
righted herself and continued on her 
course. ’ 
But Madame Whale was not through. 
~ Coming up alongside, she trfed, some- 
what to the amusement of the crew, 
sto clasp the Essex in her jaws. The 
sailors hurled many harpoons into the 
enraged fish, but they did not drive 


~ her off. At last, finding that she was 


‘not succeeding in her purpose, the 

whale turned and, going under the 
stern, came up on the other side. Then 
she began to swim off, and the men on 
the Hssex were afraid that she was 
making to attack the other two boats. 
_ But after she had swum for perhaps a 
_ quarter of a mile she turned round on 

her tail and with lightning speed made 
for the Essex. This time, instead of 
choosing to strike the vessel amid- 
ships, she choose the bow just under 


_ the catheads. Though the Essex was 
. going at four or five knots an hour 


when the crash came, the vessel, more 
than merely ‘stopping dead, acquired 
sufficient sternway to send the sea 
smashing through the aft cabin ports.

Before a cure and a preventive for 
hydrophobia were discovered no cry 
struck greater terror to the childish 
heart than that of “Mad dog!” Louis 
Pesteur of Paris discovered how to

The greatest of all the old-time 
cures, says an American writer, was 
a “mad stone.” When as a boy in the 
fourth grade I was bitten by ‘a feroct- 
ous dog nothing would satisfy my par- 
ents until I was taken to a mad stone.

Ready Money Scarce With Settlers. 

As was the. case with settlers in 
Old Ontario so it is in most cases with 
settlers in Northern Ontario—they 
have very little ready cash as their. 
earnings have been used in clearing 
the land ‘consequently the Ontario 
Government is assisting the settlers 
financially in the building of cream~ 
erjes and in the purchase of cows. 
Such assistance ie being given on 
business principles only, that is, the 
money for the building of creameries 
‘and the purchase of cows is being 
loaned to the settlers at a modorate 
rate of interest and under certain 
conditions, : 
Purchase of Cows. 


Briefly speaking, the new policy of 
the Department of Lands and Forests, _ 
through the Northern Development ex 
Branch, in co-operation with the De- 
partment of Agriculture through the . 
Live Stock Branch, is as follows:— _ 

Cattle are to be purchased in car- 
load lots only. - 

Settlers are to appoint a Represon- 
tative to select the animals, and are 
to authorize him to act on their be 
‘hglf in-such selection and in deciding 

to price. 

Settlers are required to sign an 
application form to’ this effect agree- 
ing to give promissory notes and 
liens against their farme for unpaid ~ 
balances. A a“ 

Government will appoint a repre- \4 
sentative of the Department of Agri- 
culture to accompany settlers’ repre- 
sentative and assist him in selection 
of cattle. 

Government will advance full 
#mount of money to pay for cattle at 
time of purehase and to Prepay trane- 
portation oharges and to pay expenses 
of settiers’ re resentative. 

Settlers whl be charged $12 per 
cow to defray the transportation 
charges and the cost of thelr own 
representative. This flat rate will 
mean a saving of several dollars per 
cow to the settlers, and will give them 
the advantage of knowing exactly 
what these costs will amount to. 

The total cost to the settler will 
be the amount paid for the stock pur- - 
chased for him plus $12 per head for 
those other charges. 

Upon delivery the settlers will be — 
required to pay at least 25 per cent. 
of this total cost and as much more 
as he is able.

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DANGER SIGNALS 


IN THE POULTRY FLOCK | 


BY RALSTON 


A certain number of hens witl die 
in spite of everything that can be 
done; some diseases or troubles wiil 
occur that cannot be discovered until 
too late. This normal mortality am. 
ounts to about 12 per cent. of the 
entire flock in a year. 

On many farms, however, the per- 
centage of mortality is much higher 
than this. 

Let us see how this loss runs into 
money, taking a normal mortality of 
12 per cent. in a flock of 500 birds. 
This means a loss of sixty birds in a 
year—worth at least two dollars each 
when they start laying. Often they 
are worth more, pedigree birds much 
more. This means that $120 has been 
Tost in stock, i 

‘But these birds wou'd have laid 
eggs had they lived. Let us suppose! 
that they would have laid ten dozen 
eggs apiece had they lived the entire | 
year. However, as some died early 
and some late in the year, we may 
safely call the lost production five 
dozen per bird. 

At an average price of thirty-five

feet long, it may be advisable to build 
a solid partition from front to back 
every twenty feet, breaking up drafts. 
It may be necessary to plug up cracks 
in the side or rear walls of the house, 
or repair leaky roofs. 
Birds will not lay if they are cold, 
and if they are not living under pro- 
fper conditions colds and lowered yital- 
ity may result. cag : 
Often in winter, especiacly in earty 
winter, before the birds have found 
their Inaying stride, they wil be in ex- 
cellent condition and will look as 
though they ought to be Inytng at a 
60 per cent. rato, when, as a matter 
of fact, they will be laying onty at a 
10 or 12 per cent. rate.

Rotation in the Greenhouse 
Advisable. 


| In the greenhouse 2s well as in tha 


‘garden, says the Dominion Entomo!- — 


ogist, it has frequently been found 
advisable to adopt a system of rota- 
tion of crops. The common white fly, 
which deposits its eggs on the under- 
side of tender leaves, for instance, is 
very injurious to tomato, primrose 
and certain other plants. If new lo- 
| cations are used for such crops ‘the 
|control of the insect will be easier. 

Relative to/control of the insect the 
Entomologist says hydrocianie gas is 
the remedy commonly adopted by flor- 
ists. For tight greenhouses the in- 
itial dose should be one-eighth of an 
ounce of sodium cyanide for each 1,000 
|cubie feet of space. The strength to 
|bo used depends upon the tightness 
|of the greenhouse. It should be noted 
|that hydrocianie gas is one of the 
most deadly poisons known, and the 
greatest care should be exercised in its 
use ‘to see that none of it is breathed 
into the lungs. Detai‘ed’ instructions 
for its use are given in Bulletin No. 
7 of the Dept. of Agricuiture, en- 
tited “Insects Affecting Greenhouse 
) Piants.”

From Other Worlds? 


While the idea of shooting to the 
moon is often consideréd by astrono- 
tiers, the possibility of projectiles ever 
having been shot to the earth is hardly 
considered at all. Yet Strange carved 
Stones of which there Has been no Sat- 
istactory explanation have fallen from } 
the sky and been picked up at different 
times. 

In 1887 a small cafvad stone, cover- 
ed with ice, fell at Tarbes, in France, 
In 1892 another Stone, also carved, 
dropped in’ a plantation in Dutch 
Guiana, while a carved cylinder of 
stone was reported to have fallen in 
the United States in 1910, 

A possible explanation concerning 
the stone that fell &t Tarbes was mado 
at the time by Professor Sudre, who 
thought that it must have been Swept 
up in a whirlwind in some other part 
of the world and then dropped at 
Tarbes, 

But while such a Supposition might
